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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action acknowledges the applicant's amendment filed 7 May 2009. 
Claims 3, 6, 9, and 1 1 are pending in the application; and claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, and 10 
have been cancelled. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7 May 
2009 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 3, 6, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawamata (US Patent 6,193,416). 

With respect to claim 6, figures 22 and 23 of Kawamata teach a flexible container 
for a fluid, capable of being used with a personal hygiene device, comprising a flexible 
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bag 1y having a front panel portion and a rear panel portion and sealed along a bottom 
edge thereof (see figure 23), defining an interior volume for fluid, and further having a 
gusset along at least one longitudinal edge 3 thereof which connects the front and rear 
panel portions thereof and allows the front and rear panel portions to expand away from 
each other when the bag is filled, wherein the bag includes two sealed wing portions 
(portion of the sealed portion 4 adjacent to the spout element) on either side of a central 
portion at a top end thereof, wherein the central portion includes a spout element 2 
which is constructed to permit exit of fluid from the container after it has been filled, 
wherein the wing portions extend above the central portion of the bag, terminating 
approximately in the plane of a top edge of the spout element, wherein the wing 
portions each include open sections (see figure 23) in fluid communication with the 
interior volume of the container, the open sections extending inwardly from opposing 
side edges of the container a small distance compared to the width of the, container, the 
remainder of the wing portions, to the center portion, being sealed, the open sections 
allowing the gusset to expand fully, permitting the bag to fill completely. 

With respect to claim 3, Kawamata teaches the flexible bag includes gussets 
along both longitudinal sides (see column 1, lines 20-22). 

With respect to claim 1 1 , figure 23 of Kawamata teaches the spout element 
includes a valve (portion of the container above broken line L) to permit exit of fluid 
therefrom. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawamata (US Patent 6,193,416). 

With respect to claim 9, Kawamata does not teach the personal hygiene is a 
power toothbrush. However, no personal hygiene device has been positively claimed, 
thus the personal hygiene device is treated as intended use. The flexible container of 
Kawamata was obviously capable of being used with a power toothbrush. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
